M a r y s v il l e, April 28th.—L. P. Bassett, 
City Engineer of Sacramento, and H. B. 
Riggins, Deputy United States Marshal, ar­ 
rived here to-day from Quincy, Plumas 
county. Bassett holds a written commis­ 
sion from Captain Payson, of the United 
States Corps of Engineers for this coast, to 
make an examination of the hydraulic 
m ining field in Plum as county for the col­ 
lection of certain information desired by 
the United States District Attorney. H e 
had authority to take 
with 
him* an 
assistant, and chose Riggins. Bassett re­ 
ports that on their arrival at Quincy last 
Tuesday he made known the object of his 
visit and showed his commission. There 
are in that county 113 defendants enjoined 
in anti-debris suits, and a strong feeling 
exists against the Anti-Debris Association. 
Bassett and his companion were informed 
by the spokesmen for the hydraulic miners 
that 
THEIR LIVES WOULD BE IN DANGER 
If they rem ained there, or words to that 
effect. 
They were warned away from 
Quincy on a previous visit on the ilth inst., 
and had every reason to fear that the 
threats would be carried into execution if 
they remained. 
On this occasion they learned that they 
would be unable to obtain hotel and travel­ 
ing accommodations. 


REFUSED HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS. 
The hotel-keeper at Quincy was threat­ 
ened that her house would be burned it 
he furnished accommodations to the two 
men. 
On Tuesday evening Bassett and 
Riggins started out from Quincy on foot 
and walked a long distance before they 
could find a house where they could stop 
for the night. The following day they 
started for Marysville. 
Great indignation is manifested here over 
the outrageous treatm ent of these repre­ 
sentatives of the United States Govern­ 
ment.

cune to the room to tell Simmons that 
smoke was smelled. 
(This is a direct con­ 
tradiction ot Simmons’ story to Miss Addie 
Alien.) 
( has. .1. Johnson testified that on tbe 
night of the fire Simmons told him not to 
remove any hooks, es they were old and of 
no use. 
H. .i. l’rtirner, Superintendent of the 
stabil’. testified that Simmons had told him 
that Schoenwald was the cause of his re­ 
moval, and he would get even on him , anil 
the company would feel eorry for his re­ 
moval. 
George Schoenwald, present manager, 
testified that lie had seen Simmons on the 
night of April 1st. and did not notice that 
his clothes were in any m anner soiled. 
Simmons had refused to help turn on the 
water when asked to do so. 
J. A. Clough testified that on the night of 
the tire Simmons was asked to help, and 
said, “ X have nothing more to do. I am 
done with the c impany.” 
H . Bach testified that on the night of the 
tire he had seen Simmons standing at the 
counter looking very pale. 
There have been examined about twenty 
witnesses. The examination was concluded 
at 4 o'clock, and Justice Westfall held him 
to answer before the Superior Court, with 
bail fixed at $25,000. The defense ofiered 
no testimony. 
Simmons throughout the trial had been 
cool and unconcerned, so much so that 
many doubts are expressed as to his guilt.

Paris and Berlin telegrams to the 
same papers present with equal confidence 
the French and German views, facts, law 
and probable action of the German authori­ 
ties. These views are hopelessly irrecon­ 
cilable.

believe. 
This writer announces that Schnaebeles’ ex­ 
tradition is altogether out of the question, 
and declares it certain that Schnaebeles was 
neither arrested on French territory nor 
decoyed across the frontier. 
Yet the same 
paper editorially expresses the opinion that 
the Frenchm an will speedily be released. 
No doubt Prince Bismarck has promised 
reparation if French soil was violated, but 
to-day neither Schnaebeles’ release nor sa- 
rious trouble from his detention is proba- 
able. 
Rosebery's rapid journey to Scotland 
only three weeks after arrival in England 
from a six m onths’ journey is treated by 
the Tories as an attem pt to revive the 
waning influence of Gladstonianism in 
that country.

In one week all the old symptoms 
appeared, loss of appetite, dark lines under 
the eyes, listless ways, restless nights. 
Some one suggested that tbe neighborhood 
did not suit her, and I was cogitating how 
to take her away again, when she caught a 
severe cold, and was confined entirely to 
one room for three weeks. She recovered 
her general health completely. Appetite, 
spirits, sleep, all returned. 
It conld not be 
the neighborhood. 
After her cold she 
joined us downstairs again as usual, two or 
iliree times a day. 
In less than a week 
sickness, etc., returned. I was ill despair. 
For nearly three months I racked my 
brains about drains, wall-papers, milk, wa­ 
ter, saucepans, any and everything in vain 
—the child slowly wasted. The weather 
was too severe to take her away. 
In an 
agony of mind I noticed one day that so far 
from outgrowing her clothes as I had ex­ 
pected, they were too large for her. The 
little thing was ro t eating enough to keep 
up her strength, and we could not coax her 
to eat. 
Yet she was not really ill, she ran 
about and played in a quiet way, anil 
looked fairly well to those who had not 
seen her more robust. Suddenly my hus­ 
band was summoned into the country. A 
week after be went the child began to eat 
with eager relish. In a fortnight she was 
her own happy self, full of riotous childish 
spirits. 
“ Her father ha3 never seen her 
like this, ' I rem arked one evening when 
she was particularly m erry and mad, and 
then the truth flashed upon me. It was 
his tobacco that upset her. 
H e has been 
awav now for a month, and the child's 
limbs daily get firmer and rounder, and she 
is the merriest, healthiest little moral pos­ 
sible. 
H e always smoked after breakfast 
and after lunch, with her in the room, 
neither of us dream ing it was injurious to 
her. 
But for his providential absence this 
time I doubt w hether it would ever have 
occurred to me, and we m ight have lost 
onr darling—for she was wasting sadlv. It 
was acting like a slow poison upon her. 
This is a true, unvarnished statement, 
which my nurse can corroborate. 
When 
shall we have a Parliam ent that will dare 
to tax onr slow poisons to the utm ost? I 
inclose m y card and remain vour obedient 
servant.—E. If. in Pall Mall Gazette.

“ and tbe people of this and other countries 
will receive full and explicit instructions 
how to detect the presence of the dele­ 
terious matter. No later than this forenoon 
I received through the Secretary of State a 
communication 
from Baron Favo, the 
Italian Minister, in which lie requests in­ 
formation as to the scientific tests used by 
our Government to detect oleomargarine, 
butterine, suline and other compounds 
made to supersede butter. 
" I n my reply I shall give the result of 
the investigations made by this Depart­ 
ment, from which it appears that even the 
carcasses of horses, dogs and swine have 
been utilized in the manufacture of oleo­ 
margarine. and «lie manufacturers were 
not particular about the condition or age 
of the meat or bones either. I had a per­ 
sona! experience at my home in St. Louis. 
W hen I went to the butcher’s shop to get 
some meat for several hunting dogs that 1 
kept at the tim e, in the retuse barrel at 
that place 1 often saw that maggots and ily- 
blown meat was very conspicuous. 
When 
I asked the proprietor what he intended to 
do with such material lie said it was in­ 
tended for the butter factory.”

Gladstone bowed 
reppatedly in answer to the salutations. 
Gladstone was entertained at lunch by 
the managers of the exhibition. Colonel 
Russell, of Boston, presided. 
Gladstone, 
replying to his health, said, among other 
things: 
"T h e institutions of progress in 
the United Hiatos have always been sub­ 
jects ot great interest to me ever since, very 
many years ago, I studied the life of W ash­ 
ington. 
I became then aware— tir.-t, of tbe 
magnitude of the destiny reserved for 
Americans-, -second, of the fact that the 
period at the birth of the American States 
was of more interest than any other possible 
to study. 
W henever a youth, desirous of 
studying political history, consults me re­ 
specting the course of study in the field of 
history, I always tefer him to the early his­ 
tory of America. God Almighty m ade 
Englishmen and Americans kinsmen, and 
they ought to have an affection for one 
another. If they bad not. hum anity would 
cry * Shame upon them !'

clouds which once obscured our m utual 
vision have almost vanished fiom onr po­ 
litical sky. and that the future is as bright 
and promising as tbe warmest-hearted 
among us could desire.”

A S em i-O fficial S ta te m e n t o f th e A tte n d ­ 
a n t C irc u m sta n c e s. 
B e rlin , April 2Sth.—The North German 
Gazette semi-officially stales that the Im ­ 
perial Ministry has just furnished the For­ 
eign Office with the following facts relative 
to the Schnaebeles affair: Klein, Commer­ 
cial Agent of Strasbnrg. and Greberl, a 
manufacturer of Schiltinghelm, were sus­ 
pected of communicating to the French 
various plans of the German fortresses and 
other treasonable intelligence, and were 
brought before a magistrate for a prelim in­ 
ary examination. Their connection w ith 
the French police Agent, Hirschaner, was 
admitted. 
It was also shown that let­ 
ters had been sent by them to V incent, 
Chief of the French Intelligence D epart­ 
ment. It was further proved that Schnae­ 
beles had personal interviews with the ac­ 
cused and bad written letters to them . 
Schnaebeles wasarrested on a w arrant issued 
by the exam ining magistrate and executed 
by a police commissary deputed to assist 
the magistrate. 
It has been fully proved 
that the arrest was made on German soil. 
Schnaebeles admits writing these particular 
letters and 
forwarding correspondence, 
which the German authorities consider 
treasonable. 
This statem ent ¡3 not con­ 
sidered in the light of a threat, but ¡3 
looked upon simply as an official justifica- 
cation of the arrest of Schnaebeles.

mutual defense straightway arose. 
T he 
Knights of Labor and the British trades 
unions represent the rights of labor and the 
rights of associations for its defense. T he 
coufltci between capital and labor is m ost 
unequal. 
Freedom of contract, on which 
political economy glorifies itself, hardly ex­ 
ists. 
It is surely the Church’s office to 
protect the poor and to protect their labor, 
which has built up the hum an comm on­ 
wealth.

IT IS INTERNAL PROTECTION. 


The New York 
Evening Post says: 
“ W hen the interstate commerce bill was 
pending we pointed out the fact that the 
long and short-haul clauses would operate 
as an interstate protective tariff. ThcO hio 
wool growers have not been slow to per- 


C 'ive its value in this sense. They are said 
to be preparing a protest against granting 
the petition of the California vwol-grow- 
ers, who have asked that the clause in 
question lie suspended as to their product, 
representing that ils enforcement would lie 
absolutely ruinous to their industry. The 
Ohio wool-growers are alive to this fact 
also, and they are accordingly strenuous in 
insisting that the law be strictly enforced. 
The producers of raisins in ( ulifom ia have 
discovered that the Commerce Act serves 
to nullify the tariff' on foreign raisins hy 
increasing the freight charge to Eastern 
markets to a point equal to the customs 
duty. 
* * * The salmon canneries of 
the Columbia river will be heard from 
soon, and it will be in order then for the 
fishermen on the A tlantic coast to stand up 
for a strict construction of the law. 
The 
possibilities of the-Coinmerce Act as an in­ 
terstate protective tariff are only begin­ 
ning to be understood.” 
T hat the law does establish a system of 
protection between citizens of .States, has 
been demonstrated. That such a system is 
opposed to the substructural principles of 
the republic is clear. 
T hat this new doc­ 
trine of antagonizing the productive and 
industrial interests of the State is revolu­ 
tionary and 
dangerous, is undeniable. 
T hat it is saddled upon the country by a 
Democratic Administration which pro­ 
fesses to believe in free trade, is history. 
Protection of “A,” in America, in his in­ 
dustry, as against the products of the in­ 
dustry of “B” in a foreign land, isone thing, 
but the protection of ‘‘A” in Ohio at the 
expense of “ B ” in California, both being 
citizens of a common country, with the 
right to trade freely between the Statesris 
a very different thing. 
It means divorce­ 
ment of sympathy, commercial estrange­ 
ment, and possible political dismember­ 
ment. 
All sucli experiments are, we re­ 
peat, dangerous. 
They are un-American, 
illiberal, intolerant and smack of the old 
State’s rights exclusiveness, that once put 
the Union in such mortal peril. As we had 
the Democratic party to charge far that, 
so we have tiie Democratic party to debit 
lor this ill. 
As it was the masterly inertia of a Demo­ 
cratic President that plunged the country 
into a civil war then, so now it is the weak 
yielding, and weaker approval, of a Demo­ 
cratic President that threatens to sap the 
foundations of commercial unity. 
As it 
was a Kepublican A dm inistration that 
saved the Union then, so now the Kepub­ 
lican party, the equal of all emergencies, 
must sivc the commerce of the land to-dav. 


a public value will have ft greater public value 
fi tl la seen that it is o at a public waif, nor a 
foundling, but th a t one m an at least has the 
courage of that opinion, and is neither afraid 
nor asham ed to support it w ith all the credit, 
character and honor of liis name. Every opin­ 
ion th at comes w ith such a guaranty of the 
author's sincerity and good faith has an unde­ 
niable claim to consideration. But an opinion 
that has been abandoned by its p-ogeuitor and 
left nameless ou some doorstep with a false label 
attached totft has no such claim . 
Yes, and so 
little credit do reading 
people attach to the anonymous communi­ 
cation th at nine out of ten of such epistles 
fall without effect. 
Worse yet, the news­ 
papers then have to bear the odium of 
w riting these letters and palming them off 
as not concocted “ in the office.” 
A good 
deal of that thing is done, but not nearly 
so much as the pcoplo suppose. Oae of 
th e hardest labors of the journalist is the 
daily wrestle in which he engages with 
good citizens to induce them to abandon 
anonymity in their newspaper correspond­ 
ence. 
It is bad in any light in which 
viewed, and w hether he be “ Lex,” or 
“ Public Spirit,” or “ Many Citizens,” or 
“ X,” or “ Pro Bono Publico,” if th e pub­ 
licist has something to say to his fellows, 
worth their consideration, let him say it in 
print over the broad seal of credit his 
name gives it, if he would get a hearing. 
It is not to be assumed, however, th at all 
communications of concealed authorship 
are the result of tim idity. 
On the con" 
trary many people write to the press 
anonymously, simply because it is so gen 
eral a custom, while others do so out of 
modesty and disinclination to be judged 
forward and interm eddling; hut these are 
not sufficient excuses for continuing the 
system.

ARIZONA BANDITS. 


BOLD NIGHT ATTACK ON A WEST­ 
BOUND TRAIN.

If a deliberate conspiracy had Iteen en­ 
tered into to cripple the chief interior 
cities of Central California, it could have 
taken no more effective form than that of 
the interstate commerce law. 
These cities 
being upon great waterways, and related 
by navigation directly w ith lide-water, 
more so than St. Louis or Chicago indeed, 
the railroad companies recognized them as 
conqictitive points, and gave them the 
same rate for transjiortation im port as the 
metropolis. 
For many years they have 
enjoyed the privilege. 
Upon that basis a 
vast trade has been built up and fixed cap­ 
ital made to underlie a growing commer­ 
cial system, and the country stim ulated to 
development. 
Now it is clear to any in­ 
telligence that the roads might have added 
to the through rate enjoyed by these cities 
the cost of the haul upon the waterways 
lrom tide-water back to these points. But 
this was not done, and commerce has Come 
to these pla<a>s level with the advantages 
of San I'rancisco. 
Now the interstate law 
comes in and proposes to vacate the privi­ 
lege, not bv revoking the competitive or­ 
der in so many words, but by declaring 
that the roads must choose lietweou charg­ 
ing the sum of the local transportation 
tariff; and the granting to non-competitive 
jKiints of the low through or long haul 
charges. 
As from 70 to 30 j>er cent, of the 
rewards of o;>oration How from the local 
rates, it is not possible to abandon them, 
and. therefore, the roads choose to adhere 
to them, and yield up the through coui- 
jietitive business. The result would be to 
break up the term inal facilities of the in­ 
terior places and reduce their trade to a 
local clientage. 
W hat this means it is 
wholly unnecessary to d etail; it is obvious. 
And for this condition of affairs the in­ 
terior cities have to thank a I >emocratic 
Administration, which has made congres­ 
sional folly, law.

Says the E l Dorado Republican: “ The 
success of the fair in El Dorado county this 
year ought to be particularly desired by 
every citizen alive to home interests and 
improvements.” 
And it then proceeds to 
enlarge upon the duty and benefit of sup 
porting these annual expositions. 
The 
same lesson should be read to all the pco- 
ple of all the counties and agricultural 
districts. 
They should be alive to the 
truth that great successes are born only of 
union of effort. 
W e shall have thousands 
of visitors with us this year spying out the 
land in every month of the year, and not 
one of the district or county fair» should 
fail to be a strong attraction to them, or 
fail to compensate them for a visit. 
In no 
State in the Union, at so little .cost, can a 
fair be so well promoted as here. 
It is 
comparatively an easy task to put exam­ 
ples of our products and industries on 
view, but it will not lie done effectually 
and exhaustively unless every producer 
and dealer feels that he has a personal 
duty to discharge in the premises. 
Prem i­ 
ums and diplomas and personal trium phs 
should be entirely secondary to the one 
grand effort to make a comprehensive ex­ 
hibition at every fair. 
To the achieve­ 
ment of this end, the press of all the State 
should labor to awaken the proper public 
spirit, and to rouse the people hy emphatic 
iteration and the ad vancingof sound reasons, 
for full and exhaustive duty-doing toward 
the District Fairs and the State Fair. 


AN OUTRAGE. 


A dispatch in another column details 
the expulsion of U nited States officials 
from a hydraulic mining section. 
Assum­ 
ing it to be true, and it comes from 
authoritative sources, it is an outrage that 
cannot be perm itted to pass unnoticed, nor 
must the offenders go unpunished. 
It is 
simply infamous th at in any section of this 
State an official of the Federal (iovern- 
ment cannot witli safety go about his duty. 
We prefer to believe that the parties who 
drove out Captain Payson’srepresentatives 
do not act by authority of the miners. 
But if they do, all the worse for the 
miners. The laws must be enforced, and 
if the present Federal officials do not 
vindicate the sovereignty of the Govern­ 
ment and the people in this matter, they 
deserve to be supplanted by men who 
have the courage and determ ination to 
do so. 


It was eminently fitting that the b irth , 
day pf General G rant should be observed, 
as it was at the East on Wednesday, by the 
formation of several associations to mutu­ 
ally celebrate the recurrence of the day. 
Such observance will contribute to the vi­ 
tality of the patriotic sentiment, and give 
denial to the adage that nations are un­ 
grateful. 
As Mr. Conkling said at New 
York of General G ra n t: 
“ No resolutions 
are needed to tell the men of this country 
of the day of birth and of death of that 
great hero. 
The lives and services, not 
only of the dead G rant, but of the living 
men who fought with him, shall never fall 
into oblivion. 
As long as gratitude and 
appreciation dwell in tl*.- hearts of the 
people, so long will their memories keep 
green.” T hat there may be due ceremonial 
and uniformity and symmetry of action in 
marking the passage of the day, organiza­ 
tion is desirable. 
The same associations 
may serve other historical purposes, and 
prove of high service to the land, by call­ 
ing men away from the hot contention, 
and from out of the dust and clamor of 
the everyday busy American life, to calm 
contemplation of the lives and deeds of the 
nation’s great statesmen and heroes, and 
the principles for which they contended 
and battled. 


T h e Irish in Paris arc pursuing a very 
foolish course if, as is reported, they hold an 
anti-jubilee celebration and display black 
flags. 
It will gain the Irish canse no 
friends in England, where it most needs 
them, and will estrange from them friends 
already won. 
No m atter w hat has been 
the course of the Government toward Ire­ 
land, all Englishmen honor and respect 
Victoria. The loyal sentim ent lias not les­ 
sened, uor have the (>eople lost any of their 
regard for their (jileen. 
H er character 
stands with them as typical of all that is 
pure and womanly, ami English hearts 
throb with increased vigor at the mention 
of her name.

T ccsok, April 28th.—The western-bound 
express, due here at 10:30 last evening, was 
stopped and robbed at Papago Station, 18 
miles east of here, about 9:30 o’clock. The 
num ber of men engaged in the robbery is 
variously estimated at from five to eight. 
Colonel Harper, the engineer, when ap­ 
proaching l’apago, a side station, was sig­ 
nalled by a red lantern to stop. He slowed 
down, and as he approached the light he 
noticed an obstruction on the track so 
placed that in case he failed to stop the 
engine would spread the track and derail 
herself. Im mediately on stopping a dozen 
or more 


SHOTS WERE FIRED INTO THE KXTRESS-CAR, 
And a man with a pistol in each hand 
boarded the locomotive and commanded 
H arper to get down. Other robbers had in 
the meantim e been trying to open the ex- 
press-car. 
Failing to get it open, they 
placed a slick of giant powder under it 
and compelled H arper to light the fuse at­ 
tached. This he was obliged to do, but 
to avoid being blown up the messenger 
opened the car and the robbers took pos­ 
session. They then took charge of the 
car, uncoupled the engine, baggage and 
express-car from the 
balance of 
tbe 
train, and made H arper get on the engine 
and pull ahead two lengths. This being 
done, he was again put off, and the robbers 
took charge of the engine and ran six 
miles toward Tucson, here they “ killed ” 
the engine and left it. 


THE AMOUNT OF PLUNDER SECURED. 
During the six-mile run the robbers went 
through the mail and express cars, but did 
not, it is reported,- get more than about 
$5,000, of which $1,500 was Mexican silver. 
They got two packages of railroad money, 
one of $1,210 and one of $500; also took 
two packages of postage stamps going to 
the postoflice at San Francisco. 
It is re­ 
ported that the express messenger threw 
$30,000 in gold into the stove, and so saved 
it from the robbers. 
Nothing was known here of tbe affair till 
past midnight, when a telegram was re- 
ceived.from Pantano, a brakeman having 
walked back eight miles to that place. A 
special was sent down, and the train was 
brought in about 0 o’clock this morning. 


TASSENGEBS 
IGNORANT 
OF THE ROBI1ERY. 
None of the passengers were molested. 
It is said that some ol the passengers knew 
nothing of the trouble till after their arri­ 
val here. Under Sheriff Shibell was early 
at the scene of trouble, but could discover 
nothing that would lead to the identity of 
the robbers. It is not known how they 
went to the place of the hold-up, nor which 
way they went after comm itting the rob­ 
bery. 
OFFICERS IN PURSUIT. 
A party of ten trailers, under Deputy 
Sheriff' M. T. Shavr, has just left for the 
scene of the trouble. Tbe robbers are be­ 
lieved to be discharged inilroad employes. 
A lthough they compelled engineer Harper 
to show them how to handle the locomo­ 
tive, it is still believed by their actions in 
handling the train that they were perfectly 
familiar with such work. The locomotive 
is the same one on which engineer Webster 
was killed at the Gage-station robbery. 


T h e E n jiu e e r o f th e T ra in T e lls H ow th e 
W o rk W a s D one. 
T ucson, April 28th.—No word has been 
beard from the men who went after the 
railroad robbers. Among tbe parly are 
some of the best trailers in the country, 
and it is believed the robbers wili be run 
down. In an interview with engineer 
Hurper, he said it happened about 9:55 
o’clock, twenty-six miles east of Papago, 
in a big cut. “ I saw a red light in the 
middle of the track 
and obstructions 
further along. 
I stopped within the en­ 
gine’s length of the objects. 
As I stopped 
the robbers commenced firing from the 
high banks on both sides, and calling out 
to throw out the box and open the doors, 
meaning the express box. 
They fired inlo 
the mail and express car about twenty-live 
shots. In the meantime the firemen and 
myself were covered by a man on each 
side of the banks. 
Then four of them 
came down, two on each side. 
Two came 
to the gangway of the engine, one on each 
side, having two revolvers each. The man 
ou the left side said, 


‘ C.— D— YOU, GET DOWN !’ 
I did so, and he put a giant-powder cart­ 
ridge in my right hand, the red lantern in 
my left, and said : ‘ Take that, light it. and 
put it in the express car!’ 
He marched 
me to the car with a revolver in each hand, 
while the other covered the fireman. 
J 
told him this was not necessary—I could 
get the men out of the cars without hurt­ 
ing any one. I got the mail agent to come 
out by telling him what was up. 
I was 
then taken to the express car and told : 
‘ Now, d—n you. get that man out of that 
car, or I will*kill y ou !’ I told the express 
messenger to open the doors and get out, as

And was covered with revolvers. If he 
did not open the car lie would be blown up 
and both of us killed, and that they were 
putting a dynamite cartridge on the plat­ 
form. Thgy had, in the meantime, made 
the mail agent till a bucket witl*sand, into 
which they put a giant cartridge, but when 
one of the robbers tried tollgbj, it the wind 
blew the light out. The express agent got 
out and they stood us up. Two covered 
us with revolvers, one on each side. 
I do 
not know how much they got from the 
others. They then marched me to see 
about water in the engine. 
I told them ii 
needed it. One said there was enough, as 
he looked at the gauge, showing that he 


HAD BEEN ON AN ENGINE BEFORE. 
He said, ‘ I suppose you recognize us fel­ 
lows.’ 1 said, ‘ No. 1 don’t recognize any­ 
body. I am doing what I ant told to do.’ 
One man took the fireman back to cut the 
train between tbe express car and tbe 
sleeper, leaving the engine, mail and ex­ 
press cars. The fireman, John Clancey, did 
not know how to do it. 
They took' him 
back and m adem edoit. After uncoupling. 
I asked permission to put tbe brakes o:i the 
sleeper, to hold it. They allowed me to do 
so, and then I was taken back to the en- 
ein». The others were put off and held 
tinder guard. I was ordered to move the 
two cars ahead, and again still further 
ahead. 
I was then taken to the rear 
end 
of 
the 
express 
car, 
but 
was 
called back for the reason that they could 
not start the engine, as 1 had left it fixed 
wrong. I was th .n made show them how 
to work the levers and was told to start it 
easy, and after it was going to jum p off’, 
which I did. As the express car passed me 
one of the robbers standing on the rear 
platform bade me a pleasant good night. In 
company with others I immediately fol­ 
lowed after the engine and cars and over­ 
took them one mile west of Papago sta­ 
tion. 
The robbers had left the enginp, 
which was ‘dead.* the throttle being wide 
open and the headlight out. 
It appears that the robbers stopped the 
locomotive about a ntile front where it was 
found, and took the registered mail and 
express matter on the engine and there 
opened it, as much of the matter was found 
on the engine and tender. Msil and ex­ 
press m atter were promiscuously scattered 
along the road. 
A sledge-hammer found 
at the scene of the robbery had evidently 
been taken there for use" in case of ne­ 
cessity.” 
DOUBT AS TO THE SUM SAVED. 
Express agent Smith had secreted $5,000 
in the stove before he opened the door. 
This escaped the alteiitioo of the robbers. 
It is thought that $5,000 will cover the 
money Joss. W ells, Fargo A Co., lost only 
ab o u t $2,000. 
H arper fays the robbers were not more 
than five in all. 
They wore black masks, 
except the leader, who .stood on the bank 
with hi* hat palled down >nd gave direc­ 
tions. 


The following telegram was received to­ 
day by Superintendent J. S. Noble, offering 
a reward for the apprehension of the rob­ 
bers ;

The Southern Pacific Company offers a reward 
of $1,000 each fiw the arrest and conviction of 
the robbers, which is additional to a like reward 
offered by Wells, Fargo & Go.

this, we understand the United States l’ostoffiee 
Departm ent has a standing reward of $200 for 
the conviction of persons engaged in robbing 
the mails.

B e n so n , April 28th.—Your reporter has 
just been told that the train robbers had 
been spotted, and that it will only be a 
question of time before they would be cap­ 
tured. 
The officers do not wish to make 
im mediate arrests, for fear sufficient evi­ 
dence could not be procured to convict. 
It is now reported that a special officer 
has been in El Paso for several days 
watching fur 
this 
occurrence to take

locality, 
being 
fore­ 
warned by outsiders who got an ink­ 
ling of the fact that an attem pt would be 
made somewhere on the line of the road, 
but the robbers took time by the forelock, 
showing unusual sagacity in m aking the 
raid in this vicinity, where hardly any one 
expected that such an affait would take 
place. 
The fact is evident that the robbers are 
old railroad employes, front their famil­ 
iarity with railroad signals. The robbery 
is the excitement of the hour, compara­ 
tively beggaring every other subject.

thus solving to an extent the problem, 
“ W hat shall we do with our boys?” 
We have in the town of Lincoln three or 
four general merchandise stores and one 
dry goods and clothing establishment. 
This is owned by our townsman, J. Dall- 
nian, who has been in business here a 
num ber of years. 
Our private residences 
are all substantial buildings and present 
an inviting and home-like appearance— 
anti not a few of them are quite expensive 
structures, with beantiful grounds, shade 
trees and flowers. 
For the education of young America we 
have an excellent school, ablv presided 
over by F. L. Landes, a former "resident of 
your place. 
Concerning the farming, fruit and vine­ 
yard interests of this section, it tnay be 
said that they never have been more p rin t­ 
ing than they are at present, and, if the 
season continues favorable, the “ output ” 
will well reward all engaged in cither c-n- 
terorise. 
During a couple hours' ride a fpw even­ 
ing ago, your correspondent noticed the 
farms and large grain-fields belonging to 
A . C. Gates, Mrs. W alup, I’eter Ahart, 
Towle Bros., of Alta 0 . Clark and E. J. 
Sparks. On each of these farms the wheat 
and barley crop prospects were never bet­ 
ter, and, if nothing unforeseen takes place 
between now and maturing, it is reason­ 
able to expect a yield per acre of from 
wentv-five to forty bushels. 
In company with Mr. Sparks, we rode 
directly 
through 
some 
500 acres of 
the bottom 
land of his farm, sown in 
wheat and barley—a finer and more even 
growth, with promise of an abundant 
yield, has never been witnessed in this sec­ 
tion. 
A good portion of this farm—which 
contains some 1.500 acres, and is one of the 
model farms of l’lacer county—is especially 
adapted to fruit-growing and vineyard pur­ 
poses.

A cloud is now resting on our little town, 
occasioned by the death of one of otir pio­ 
neer citizens, George D. Aldrich. As you 
have already been informed by telegraph, 
he passed awav on the evenlng’of the25th, 
and was buried yes erday in the cemetery 
about four miles from town.

Auburn, 
Rocklin and other places, gathered here to 
pay the last tribute to the memory of one 
who commanded the conlideneeand esteem 
of all who came in contact with him in 
either the social or business walks of life. 
His funeral was one of the largest ever 
witnessed in Placer county. One hundred 
and fifteen vehicles forme?! the funeral 
cortege that followed his remains to their 
last resting place. 
Mr. Aldrich at the time 
of his death was about GO years old, and 
had been a resident of Placer county since 
1853. During the greater pottion of his 
residence here he was engaged iu mercan­ 
tile pursuits.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


H ie I n te r s ta te M u d d le . 
The general derangem ent that has been 
caused to all commercial business by the 
passage and operations of the interstate 
commerce law, is becoming more point­ 
edly apparent every day. A gentleman re­ 
m arked to a representative ol the K e c o u d - 
U kion yesterday, that he was one of those 
who had heretofore felt that the railroads 
“ should be controlled—curbed as it were,” 
and that their charges were often op­ 
pressively high. 
“ But,” he continued, 
“ since Uncle Sam has tried the experi­ 
m ent of substituting an arbitrary statute 
for the usual laws of competition and 
trade, things have gone up w ithiu the 
iirst thirty days, from 25 to 100 per cent. I 
am satisiied, so far as I am concerned, to 
return to the former state of affairs, and 
perm it the natural laws of competition and 
commerce to govern in the premises. 
J 
am conlident,” he added, “ that those who 
have heretofore grumbled at rates, don’t 
w ant any more interstate medicine.” 
A visit among the leading wholesale 
dealers in this city, shows a general de­ 
ranged condition of trade, notw ithstand­ 
ing business is active. Most of the deal­ 
ers invested very heavily in new and an ex­ 
tra stock just before the law went intoetfect. 
Then followed the enormous rise compelled 
under the operations of the long and short 
haul clause, and as one m erchant remarked, 
"before we could get our goods m arked up 
to the extreme hight of prices made neces­ 
sary, the folly of the law dawned upon the 
Commission and the country, and we are 
now ail at sea—but a very high sea—I as­ 
sure you. 
Of course,” said he, "we who 
have laid in a year’s supply don’t want the 
law changed with <.ur heavy stock on our 
hands, as it would in m any cases utterly 
ruin us. 
But. on the other hand, if we are 
to

transportation tinkering, 
we 
will 
all 
go 
to 
the 
dogs 
any 
way. 
We 
don’t know what to depend iy>on, and 
just as we think we have got our footing 
again in the Slough ofComniercial Despond, 
we tind that another slight turn of the 
long and short haul kaleidoscope upsets 
again all figures and calculations.” 
This is the general feeling of dealers and 
traders, as expressed upon all sides, and, 
as one of them rem arked yesterday, “ No 
law was ever passed by any legislative body 
that in so short a tim e made itself so felt 
by all people, nor that became so unani­ 
m ously obnoxious to them .” 
The new schedule of freight rates was 
received in this city yesterday by General 
Agent Forbes, and will prove"of Interest to 
shippers, as well as consumers. It may be 
said that, as a rule, the rates now fixed" are 
just one hundred per cent, higher, or just 
double the tarill charged before the new 
law went into eirect. and the result of this 
upon the consumer will be apparent. Thus 
the rate upon canned goods, from Chicago 
to this coast, under the old schedule, was 
from 40 to 50 cents per hundred pounds in 
carload lots, and will now be $1; bacon 
was $1, and the new rate $2 ; furniture 50 
cents, now $1 ; groceries $2, now $4 ; nails 
00 cents, now $1 20; stoneware $1, now $2; 
wooden ware 70 cents, now $ 1 4 0 ; 
barbed 
wire 50 cents per hundred pounds, now $1. 
This indicates the present condition of 
rates and the interstate muddle, as it effects 
dealers and consumers. 


ro lle© C o u rt. 
In the Police Court yesterday the case ot 
Fred. Leicb, for forgery, was further con­ 
tinued until the 2d of M ay 
L. A. Argu- 
ello’s case of grand larceny, in stealing a 
double team and buggy belonging to J. W- 
Wilson, the property being subsequently 
recovered at Oakland, to which place he 
had shipped it on the cars, was dismissed. 
It was urged by Grove I,. Johnson, coun­ 
sel for defendant, that Mr. W ilson had re­ 
covered his property and expenses, and 
did not care to prosecute; that tin? defend­ 
ant did not take the team with criminal 
intent, but had been drin k in g ; that he was 
not naturally depraved, and it was his first 
offense; that his parents, excellent and 
highly-connected people, were hoth verV 
sick, his father having been laid up with 
paralysis for about two years, and was in 
such condition that a worry over this mut­ 
ter would cause his death. 
Evidently the 
defendant had great confidence that his 
attorney would be successful, as he did not 
appear in Court, but probably remained at 
San Jose, where his family reside.

J. A. Scott, an enterprising farmer who • 
lives near Oleta, in Amador count}-, is in 
the city. He says the only thing necessary 
to make his section of the State the most 
prosperous upon the coast is better railroad 
facilities, and he has inaugurated a move­ 
m ent that will, he thinks, secure the end 
sought within the next six months. He 
proposes a broad-gauge road from Rrigh- 
ton, in this county, in a southeasterly di­ 
rection, following the Jackson road to the 
Slough House, crossing the Cosnmnes river 
near Howell's, and from that point ru n ­ 
ning, in alm ost an easterly direction, into 
Amador county. It will pass about three 
miles soutli of Michigan Bar, about live 
miles north of Oleta, through Shenandoah 
valley, through the timber belt of Am a­ 
dor, and terminate near Pi Pi, in El Dorado 
county. The distance from Brighton to Pi 
Pi, by rail, will be about 100 miles, and 
through as fine an agricultural belt as is 
to 
be 
found 
upon 
the 
coast. 
It 
will pass Brownsville and Indian Diggings, 
in El Dorado county, and open up the im ­ 
mense and valuable marble quarries at the 
latter {Hace, 
A large num ber of uiill-men 
who own sections in the timber belt stand 
ready to build mills and keep the road 
busy hauling lumber. The timber along 
the Bear river, in the neighborhood of 
Alta, and along the Trucket before any of 
it was cut off, was not one-half so good as 
the immense, unbroken forests of fir, 
6prucc, cedar, tamarack, yellow and sugar 
pine that wiil be cut in twain by this pro­ 
posed railway. The Shenandoah valley is 
some ten miles square, fertile and well 
watered, capable of supporting a dense 
population, but of little value unless afford­ 
ed railroad facilities. The land until withia 
twenty miles of the terminus is adapted to 
all kinds of fruit culture. In the upper 
portions are raised the finest apples in the 
world, while the lower foothills is the home 
of the peach, apricot, pear and grape. 
From Brighton to the point where the 
road passes out of Sacramento county into 
Amador it passes through the very heart of 
the finest agricultural section in the Slate, 
running through the center of Brighton, 
Lee and Cosumnes townships, crossing the 
Hartnell grant, the Daylor estate, and the 
Sheldon grant. All this land is exceed­ 
ingly fertile, but the farmers have long 
hauls to m arket. The Cosumnes river bot­ 
toms are as fertile as any in the Stale, and 
the lauds will rate at double their present 
value whenever railroad facilities, such as 
are proposed, are assured. 
Mr. Scott has talked the m atter up with 
the farmers, and thinks there is no doubt 
but that $200,000 can be raised to start the 
enterprise by contributing $1 per acre on 
each side of the road. Many of the farm­ 
ers have taken an interest 1 1 1 the project, 
and the matter will beim mediately pushed.

Keep the w hole stirred over 
a gentle fire u n til it is as thick as good 
cream ; pour into sm all jars, an d w hen 
cold cover w ith paper before putting on 
th e lid.
